So many Americans have not been to church for so many 
years, and so many people live in a community that has not 
witnessed a revival in their generation, that it is little wonder 
that so many do not know what a revival is, and many others 
are “agin it” out of sheer ignorance and perversity. 


It is no surprise to find the 
liquor crowd, the gambling bosses, 
the vice lords, the university cen- 
ters, the Hollywood clique, and 
the cults fight revival efforts. But 
it is heart-breaking to find that 
many pastors, churches and de- 
nominations take a cold and criti- 
cal attitude toward religious re- 
vival.

president. The large Highland 
Park Baptist Church building, 
seating 2,100, had probably. 1,900 
people present, including the stu- 
dent body of 500, about thirty on 
the faculty and friends who had 
driven from far and near. God 
gave us a gracious service, and I 
was thrilled to speak in this great 
church and school situation.

DR. LEE ROBERSON IS A REMARK- 
able, Spirit-filled man. He is pas- 
tor of Highland Park Baptist 
Church, one of the largest in the 
Southern Baptist Convention. The 
church has thirty-five mission sta- 
tions, ten in Chattanooga, some 
twenty-five outside the city, man- 
ned by workers from his church. 
Dr. Roberson also heads the Ten- 
nessee Temple College, Bible 
School and Seminary. Then he is 
the president of Zion Bible School 
for colored people in Chattanooga. 
In the last eleven and one-half 
months he has baptized 1,115 con- 
verts, Three-fourths of these came 
in his own church services, one- 
fourth from the mission points. 
His Sunday school regularly runs 
about 2,000 in attendance in the 
home church. I have gladly ac- 
cepted the invitation to return 
for a Bible conference in April.

Woe be unto that nation and 
those cities where most of the 
leaders fight revival, prevent evan- 
gelists from renting adequate seat- 
ing auditoriums, and whose leaders 
go all-out to prevent or discourage 
a city-wide, united effort to turn 
the hearts of the masses back to 
God and to lift the city to the 
level of righteousness and truth. 


I. What Is Revival? 


Revival is spiritual health in the 
body of Christ. Revival is the un- 
hindered manifestation of the Holy 
Spirit through a praying church. 
Revival is the Holy Spirit harvest- 
ing souls. Revival is living water 
breaking out like ten thousand oas- 
es in the wilderness of materialism. 

Revival is the only power that 
can stop communistic aggression 
and conspiracy. Revival is the only 
pass through the rockies of mod-

ernism and religious quackery. Re- 
vival is the only answer to the 
atheist and critic. Revival is the 
only effective reaching of back- 
sliders, and the woods are full of 
them. Revival is the only hope of 
America. 

Revival is the door to heavenly 
storehouses, Revival is the secret 
-of power. Revival is God's last 
chance to America. Revival is the 
operation of the love, power and 
grace of God in accordance with 
spiritual laws. 

For every effect there must be 
an adequate cause. Revival and 
only revival can bring about a for- 
giving spirit, a cooperating willing- 
ness a unity of the brethren, a 
Christlike love, an abiding peace, 
a heavenly joy and a divine glory 
in the hearts and lives of believers. 

In a revival God’s people get 
renewed and the sinners get saved. 
In a revival pocketbooks and con- 
sciences get converted. In a re-

THE BIBLE ANSWER 


All Tithes Through the Church?

Dear Miss : 

You ask, “When God said, ‘Bring 
all the tithes into the storehouse,’ 
did He mean explicitly the local 
church of which one is a member?” 


The quotation you have in mind 
is Malachi 3:10, “Bring ye all the 
tithes into the storehouse, that 
there will be meat in my house, 
and prove me now herewith, saith 
the Lord of hosts, if I will not 
open to you the windows of heav- 
en, and pour you out a blessing, 
that there shall not be room e- 
nough to receive it.” But remem- 
ber that is an Old Testament 
Scripture. It is addressed to Jews. 
The storehouse is the temple at 
Jerusalem. When God says, ‘“‘that 
there may be meat in mine house,” 
He means that there would be 
meat from the sacrifices, to be 
distributed to priests and Levites. 

But it is not right to use that 
Scripture and make the storehouse 
mean the local church. It does 
not mean the local church, it 


means the temple at Jerusalem. 


A young woman writes in some distress asking whether 
it is right to support some good soul-winning Christian work 
with tithes and offerings, besides the support of the local 
church. Of course it is right for Christians to support the lo- 
cal churches of which they are members. But the questioning 
about the so-called “storehouse tithing’ is widespread, so we 
quote our letter here to this friend. 


All the priests and Levites had 
their food, their living, from this 
one central source. That was the 
one place of sacrifice. That is 
entirely different from the way it 
is in these New Testament times. 

For us there is the clear rule 
given in I Corinthians 16:2, “Upon 
the first day of the week, let 
every one of you lay by him in 
store, as God hath prospered him, 
that there be no gatherings when 
I come.” Note that this is pro- 
portionate giving, “As God hath 
prospered him.” The proportion 
intended is evidently the tithe, 
with such free-will offerings as 
God leads. The time is the first 


| day of the week, Sunday, not the 


feast days and sabbath of the Old 
Testament. The place where each 
is to put his tithe, “Jet every one 
of you lay by him in store.” That 
is, every Christian is to keep his 
own tithe at hand, and then turn 
it over to the Apostle Paul when

that fashion-worshipping, pleasure- 
seeking woman, given over ab- 
solutely to dress and ornament 
social function, ever thinks of 
what shall be in the great Un- 
known? 

“Do you mean to tell us that 
that stooped-shouldered, serious- 
faced business man who toils from 
early morning till late at night 
the year through to make financi- 
al ends meet ever thinks of 
eternity? 

“Do you mean to tell ‘us that 
that student and that professor, all 
absorbed in art and literature, or 
tangled up in the mysteries of 
mathematics and the secrets of 
natural science—do you mean to 
tell us, Mr. Preacher, that such 
people ever have any time or dis- 
position to think of what shall be 
when tHe end of this life has 
come?” 

Yes, your preacher means to 
say that very thing. “Man dieth 
and where is he?” In the midst of 
sin and excitement and business 
that question goes, but it comes 
back again. Like Banquo’s ghost, 
“Tt will not down.” 

What about this thing we call 
the Eternal Future? And _ then 
some one comes and hands me a 
Book; a Book that professes to 
know, a Book that speaks with no 
uncertain sound; a Book that pro- 
fesses 'to be from God and to speak 
with all the infallible authority of 
the Most High; a Book, the unique 
purpose of which is to give answer 
to this all-important, all-absorb- 
ing question of the ages, and 
which distinctly says of itself. 
“These are written, that ye might 
believe that Jesus is the Christ, 
the Son of God; and that believ- 
ing ye might have life through 
His name.” 

If now I can only be sure that 
this Book is all that it professes 
to be, that it really does speak 
with divine authority, and that I 
can depend absolutely upon what it 
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says, then, indeed, I have a volume 
of unsurpassable worth. 


And were the sea a chrysolite, 
The earth a golden ball; 
And diamonds all the stars at 
night, 
This Book were worth them all. 


“Bible” is the English of a Greek 
word meaning “little book.’ It is 
the sacred writing of the Christian 
faith. But ‘there are other sacred 
writings, other so-called Bibles; the 
Koran of the Mohammedans, the 
Eddas of the Scandinavians, the 
Triptitakes of the Buddhists, the 
Five Kings of the Chinese, the 
Vedas of the Hindus, and the 
Zend-Avesta of the Persians. What 
ground have I for believing that 
the Christian Bible alone is the 
Word of God in the sense that the 
holy men of old who wrote it, 
wrote as they were inspired by the 
Spirit of God for the distinct pur- 
pose of revealing His will concern- 
ing us and the plan by which He 
is to redeem the world to Himself? 

I believe it for MANY REASONS: 

1. J Believe it Because of 
Christ’s Own Testimony. 

Christ distinctly called the Old 
Testament the Word of God. The 
New Testament was not yet writ- 
ten when He lived, but He gave 
anticipatory testimony to it by 
telling those who were to write it 
that the Holy Spirit, whom He 
would send, would bring to their 
remembrance all the things which 
He had said to them. 


2. I Believe It Because of the 
Testimony of the Human Heart. 

It finds me in the deep places of 
my being as no other’ writing 
could possibly do. 

3. I Believe It Because of the 
Superiority of Its Teachings. 

Compare it with other sacred 
writings, if you please, and the 
more you do, the more you are 
convinced that it contains not “a 
comparative religion” but “the 
superlative one.” 

4, I Believe It Because of Its 
Transforming Power. 

It has power to make completely 
over a life that has been broken 
and ruined and lost. No other book 
has ever been known to do it. 


5. I Believe It Because of Its 
Marvelous Influence on the World. 

Queen Victoria was right when 
she said “The Bible is the secret of 
England’s greatness” and Canon 
Farrar was right when he said, 
“It was the Bible that made 
America great.” 


6. I Believe It Because of Its 
Utter Inexhaustibility. 

If all the philosophical literati 
and scientific dignitaries of the 
world deliberated a thousand 
years they couldn’t sound the shal- 
lowest depth of the Gospel of 
John. 

And now three reasons at a little 
more length. 


7. I Believe It Because of Its 
Wonderful Structure; the Unity 
and Harmony of It All. 

Let us suppose that forty build- 
ers of various types, living 1,500 
years apart, should each one in his 
own land hew and chisel out a 
number of stones, each utterly 
ignorant of the others’ work, and 
in after years when these stones 
were brought together what would 
you expect to find? Just a pile of 
stones, of course. But suppose that 
out of these stones there arose a 
cathedral as glorious and as per- 
fect as any that Michael Angelo 
ever built! What then? 

Well, just this last is true of 
the Bible. The Bible is composed 
of sixty-six books, written by at 
least forty different writers, liv- 
ing in some cases 1,500 years apart 
and in countries hundreds of miles 
apart. They wrote in three differ- 
ent languages. Some were wise and 
some were ignorant. They wrote 
without any preconcerted plan or 
collusion, for by the very nature 
of the case such a thing was im- 
possible. What would we expect 
under the circumstances but total 


discord and utter lack of unity. 


But instead of this we find the 
Book to be one harmonious whole, 
symmetrical in all proportions, and 
one dominant, ever-expanding 
thought running through from be- 
ginning to end, until speaking in 
terms of the cathedral once more, 
there rise before you this match- 
less temple of God’s truth, every 
stone fitting into its place, so 


complete, so perfect and so divine. 


that no one must presume to add 
a stone to it or dare to take one 
from it. 

I know this is an old argument, 
but it’s a mighty strong one, and 
no man can be. honest and fair 
who does not meet it, and refute 
it, if he thinks he can, or ac- 
knowledge it, if he can’t. 

8. I Believe It Because of Its 
Prophecies Which Have Been Ful- 
filled. 

Not one of these other sacred 
writings contains a single prophe- 
cy, They would not dare to make 
a prophecy, because to make a 
prophecy. that never comes to pass 
is to brand the work at once as a 
human fabrication. The Christian 
Bible is the only one that has ever 
made a prophecy, and it has made 
hundreds of them and not one of 
them has ever failed in any re- 
spect of all that this Word has said 
should come to pass. 


9. I Believe It, Finally, Because 
of Its Absolute Indestructibility. 

What other book has ever stood 
so impregnable amidst such storms 
of persecution and surrounding di- 
saster and such hostile attempts of 
man and Devil to destroy it? If it 
had been man’s book it never could 
have survived. 

All that human ingenuity could 
contrive, all that human scholar- 
ship could suggest, and all that in- 
human brutality could accomplish 
has been done to annihilate it, 
but it still endures, and stands un- 
moved amid the ages. It is exact- 
ly what William E. Gladstone, the 
great statesman of England, called 
it.”The Impregnable Rock of Holy 
Scriptures.”

Teaching Children the Bible — 


(Eleventh in a series of radio messages on the Home) 
By Evangelist John R. Rice 
I am the father of six daughters. I feel a burden for my 
own home. As a minister of the gospel, and evangelist and 
editor, I feel a burden for the homes of America. The civili- 
zation that America has, that has been blessed in the past, 
was founded upon the Bible. The laws of England and Ameri- 
ca were founded primarily upon the laws of the Bible. I want 


to talk to you now about teaching children the Word of God. 


In Deuteronomy 6:6-9 we read: 

“And these words, which I com- 
mand thee this day shall be in 
thine heart: And thou shalt teach 
them diligently unto thy children, 
and shalt talk of them when thou 
sittest in thine house, and when 
thou walkest by the way and when 
thou liest down, and when thou 
risest up. And thou shalt bind 
them for a sign upon thine hand, 
and they shall be as frontlets be- 
tween thine eyes. And thou shalt 
write them upon the posts of thy 
house, and on thy gates.” 

Here the Lord commands that 
we should teach to our children 
diligently these words of the Bible. 
Blessed is the home that is really 
a Christian home. Blessed is the 
home where children learn the 
Word of God.. 

I know people who claim to be 
Christians who do not even have 
a Bible in a prominent place in 
their home. I know people who 


or a weakened heart, it turns away 
with a sigh of disappointment, 
shakes its head, and with an air 
of profound wisdom pronounces 
the patient beyond the hope of 
recovery. 

It claims to be engaged in an ef- 
fort to improve the Bible, as 
though the Book had not come 
already perfect from the hand of 
God, You might as well expect to 
touch up a golden sunset with 
charcoal pencil! You might as well 
expect to improve the glorious 
notes of a yellow-throated roller 
from the Hartz mountains by of- 
fering it a ‘tin whistle! As _ well 
pour red paint on the blushing 
beauty of a rose! As if the inspired 
Word of the Eternal God needed 
mending at the hands of men!

claim to have a Christian home, 
but who never have thanks at the 
table, never have a verse of Scrip- 
ture, or a chapter read to the 
whole family. How can they ex- 
pect the blessing of God on such a 
home? 

The Bible says, “And _ these 
words, which I command thee this 
day, shall be in thine heart: And 
thou shalt teach them diligently 
unto thy children, and shalt talk 
of them when thou sittest in thine 
house, and when thou walkest by 
the way, and when thou liest 
down, and when thou risest up. 
And thou shalt bind them for a 
sign upon thine hand, and they 
shall be as frontlets between thine 
eyes. And thou shalt write them 
upon the posts of thy house, and 
on thy gates.” 

This teaches that Scripture 
should be on the walls’ of the 
house, that Scripture should be on 
the gateposts, that you should 
talk of Scripture when you get up 
in the morning, when you go to 
bed at night, when you walk by 
the roadside. The Scripture teach- 
és here that the Word of God 
should be written “upon the posts 
of thy house, and on thy gates,” 
and “they shall be as frontlets 
between thine eyes.” Use the 
Word of God, teach the Word of 
God to your children. 

There are three things that I 
want to say briefly about teaching 
children the Word of God. 

First of all, teach children Bible 
stories. If you really want to rear 
your children for Christ, it is not 
so hard. If you begin in time, 
there are very clear ways in which 
you can rear your children for 
Christ. One is in the way of Bi-

If you wait until they are 
old, until they are grown, until 
they are dancing and going to the 
movies and out necking with the 
Devil’s crowd and drinking in 
cocktail bars, you may find then 
it is too late to win them. But, 
thank God, little children love 
Bible stories. 

Your children will listen to more 
Bible stories than you can take 
time to give them, How they will 
call again for the stories of Noah 
and the ark! How my children de- 
lighted in the stories of the flood, 
of the animals that went into the 
ark, and how God shut the door, 
and the long rain! Oh, this story— 
how they like it! They liked the 
story of Joseph and his brethren, 
and they wanted to hear it again. 
How boys will thrill to the story 
of David and Goliath, of the shep- 
herd boy who killed the lion and 
the bear and took the lambs from 
their paws and mouth; how he 
went out against this gaint and 
said, ‘I come to you in the name 
of the Lord God of Israel,’ and 
how God helped him as he picked 
up five smooth stones and smote 
the giant with a slingshot. I say, 


your children want Bible stories. 

The stories about how Jesus 
walked by the Sea of Galilee, how 
He called Peter; James, John and 
Andrew from their fishing and 
said, “Follow me”; the story of 
the storm at sea which Jesus calm- 
ed in a moment; the story of Paul 
and Silas in jail and the earth- 
quake at midnight’ and the con- 
version of the jailer—how children 
take to the stories of the Bible! 

Take time to teach your chil- 
dren the Word of God by making 
them familiar with the great 
teachings of the Bible. Read them 
the story of Sennacherib who be- 
seiged the city of Jerusalem; of 
King Hezekiah who prayed; of 
Isaiah who spread out before the 
Lord on the altar the insulting 
letter of the idolatrous general, 
and how the angel of the Lord 
killed 185,000 in one night. 

How your girls will love the 
story—that love story—of Ruth 
and Boaz, and the wonderful story 
of Esther and Mordecai! Oh, teach 
your children the Bible by Bible 
stories; your own life will be 
sweet and rich and the minds of 
little children turned towards God 
and righteousness and good litera- 
ture. Teach your children Bible 
stories while they are young. 

Here the Bible says, “These 
words [of the Bible]. ... shall be 
in thine heart: And thou shalt

teach them diligently unto thy 
children, and shalt talk of them 
when thou sittest in thine house, 
and when thou walkest by the 
way.” You are to “write them [the 
words of God] upon the posts of thy 
house, and on thy gates,” the Bible 
says. Teach your children the Bi- 
ble. 

A second way to teach your 
children the Bible is through mem- 
ory work, Joy is my baby girl. 
She is number six in our family of 
girls. We call her Sarah Joy—the 
Sarah for my mother and the Joy 
because that is what she is. When 
Joy was three years old, we taught 
her her first verse of Scripture, 
Ephesians 6:1, “Children, obey 
your parents in the Lord: for this 
is right.” I remember how she used 
to say it—“E-phe-sians 6:1,” “Chil- 
lun, go-bey your parents in the 
lord, for this is right’! ending it 
very triumphantly. “Go-bey your 
parents’! My wife used to say, 
“Why don’t you teach her to say 
it right?” 

I said, “She gets the point all 


Dr. Bob Jones Says: 


As many of our friends know, last year we 
matriculated in Bob Jones University approxi- 
mately 3,000 students, and just about 1,000 of 
them were young men preparing for the minis- 
try. We do not permit young men studying for 
the ministry to remain in Bob Jones University 
unless they manifest a real interest in winning 
lost souls to ‘the Lord Jesus Christ during the 
school year. We do not re-enroll them unless 
they do very definite soul winning work during 
the summer vacation. 

We are not interested in training cold, 
technical, dead orthodox ministers of the Gos- 
pel. In some ways, We have more respect for 
a modernist with zeal than we have for a 
dead orthodox preacher who has no concern 
about soul winning. It is our opinion that 
modernism is not as great a hindrance to revival 
as is dead orthodoxy. Both Pharisees and Saddu- 
cees lined up against Jesus Christ. The Phari- 
sees were the religious conservatives, and the 
Sadducees were the rationalistic religious lead- 
ers. A man who does not believe that the Bible 
is the Word of God and does not believe that 
Jesus Christ was the virgin-born Son of God 
who died on the cross to save sinners cannot 
be a soul winner, but at least you can respect 
him for having some zeal for “social uplift.’ It 
is hard to keep from having a contempt for a 
man who believes the Bible from cover to cover, 
believes the Gospel, believes that there is sal- 
vation in no other name except the Name of 
the Lord Jesus Christ and yet manifests no 
interest in winning the lost but delights in 
splitting theological hairs. Bob Jones University 
is not interested in training that type of preach- 
er. We are interested in training men that be- 
lieve the Bible and know theology but have a 
passion for lost souls. 

Dr. Gilbert Stenholm, our efficient director 
of religious extension work, has given me a few 
startling figures, covering a partial report of 
the work that has been done in the last twelve 
months by some of the ministerial students who 
were enrolled here last year. This is an in- 
complete report; but even if it were a complete 
report, the figures are most thrilling. There is no 
way to know just exactly how big a job has been 
done by these ministerial students ‘who believe, 
as Christians, that it is their business to go out 
and try to “rescue the perishing and care for 
the dying.” Note the following report of the 
work that has been accomplished by some of the 
Bob Jones University “preacher boys” between 
September 1, 1949, and September 1, 1950: 

There have been in one year 69,366 public 
religious services conducted by the “preacher 
boys” who enrolled in Bob Jones University last 
year. These ministerial students have partici- 
pated actively in 21,200 other public religious 
services, They have a record of 162,069 individ- 
uals with whom they have talked personally 
about the salvation of their souls. They have 
a record of 32,590 men and women and young 
people who for the first time in their lives 'took 
a definite stand for the Lord Jesus Christ be- 
cause of the Gospel message presented to these 
lost sinners, They have a record of 15,785 people 
who thought they had been converted at some 
time in ‘their lives but were out of fellowship 
with the Lord Jesus Christ and were restored 
to fellowship. This means a total of almost 
50,000 souls that would have been recorded as 
decisions in an evangelistic campaign. Remem- 
ber that this is only a partial report, and re- 
member also that all of these people were 
dealt with individually by ministerial students 
trained in how to use the Word of God in leading 
souls to the Lord Jesus Christ. We have a re- 
port of 1,355 young people who, under ‘the 
ministry of these young preachers, were called 
into full-time Christian work. There have been 
990,337 Gospel tracts, telling people what to 
do to be saved, put into the hands of individuals 
by these same ministerial students. There are 
at least 200 of our preachers who graduated here 
last year who have gone into full-time Christian 


work this summer and who will not be with 
us this year who have led hundreds to the 
Lord Jesus Christ, but we have no record of 
these. 

We have no full detailed report and not even 
a good partial report of the work done by Bob 
Jones University students here last year who 
were not studying for the ministry. We, how- 
ever, do know that these non-ministerial stu- 
dents have this summer led hundreds to the 
Lord Jesus Christ and have conducted and par- 
ticipated in thousands of Christian services all 
over America and in other lands. 

Now, my friends, we have just started an- 
other school year. If our ministerial enrollment 
increases this year as it has been running in the 
last few years, we should have in our ministerial 
class before this school year is over between 
1,100 and 1,200 ministers of the Gospel. Numbers 
of these young preachers, as Well as our mis- 
sionary volunteers, come from homes ‘that do 
not have a great deal of money; and these 
young people have to have some financial as- 
sistance if they are to take their training in 
Bob Jones University, an institution that is 
orthodox and evangelistic and that sends out 
ministers of the Gospel to win the lost to ‘the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

The bookkeeper tells me that We are using 
$250,000 this school year for work/loan scholar- 
ships. Probably $100,000 of this money will be 
worked off before the year is out. The rest of 
it will be straight loans to our students that 
have to have these loans in order to get their 
education, Now, remember, at the end of this 
school year, at least $150,000 of the money that 
has been invested in our student Loan Endow- 
ment Fund will be invested in the education of 
young people who this school year are training 
for Christian work. Now, this Student Loan 
Endowment Fund will be greatly depleted dur- 
ing the school year unless you Christian friends 
starid by us and help us build it back up, We are 
convinced that if we had $1,000,000 in this fund, 
counting what we have in 'the form of loans, we 
would be able to take care of all the students 
that we can accommodate year by year who 
need financial assistance. Now, remember that 
we are asking you to help Bob Jones University 
help young people that must have help if ‘they 
are to get their training in Bob Jones Uni- 
versity, an institution that stands without 
apology for the “old-time religion” and the 
absolute authority of the Bible, an institution 
with high academic standards, and an institu- 
tion that is sending young men and young 
women to the uttermost parts of the earth to 
proclaim the Gospel of the saving grace of God, 
and remember ‘these young people will have 
a burden for souls. Now, won’t you help us by 
contributing to this fund so we can help more 
students to train to do more work for the Lord 
Jesus Christ? 

Please stand by us this school year. Be as 
generous as possible; but if you cannot make 
a large investment, invest what you can; and 
if you do that, you will make a large invest- 
ment as the Lord Jesus Christ sees it. We are 
counting on you. You Christian people will not 
let these young people down, and you will not 
let Bob Jones University down as it ig endeavor- 
ing 'to help these young people. A majority of 
our young people are able to help themselves, 
and we could fill this school with folks that 
have money and charge them a big price and 
have no financial problem; but We never want 
to be tempted to turn away young men and 
young women whom God can use provided they 
can train for the work to which He has called 


them because they do not ‘have enough money 


to attend Bob Jones University. Please let us 
hear from you promptly, and God bless you.

You can teach your children, 
beginning as soon as they learn 
well to talk, short verses or parts 
of verses of the Bible, Their mem- 
ories are fresh. It is like writ- 
ing on a new slate. The fertile 
territory of hungry minds soaks 
up knowledge as a sponge soaks up 
water. Teach the children the 
Word of God, memory work, How 
they like it! 

I am not a good example; I fear 
I have fallen so short; but in our 
home we have memorized lots of 
the Bible. Why don’t you take 
time to learn it? There are hun- 
dreds of verses, whole chapters, 
that ought to be memorized in the 
home. For example, every Easter 
at our house we say by memory 
the twenty-eighth chapter of Matt- 
hew. “In the end of the sabbath, 
as it began to dawn toward the 
first day of the week, came Mary 
Magdalene and the other Mary to 
see the sepulchre, And, behold, 
there was a great earthquake ., .” 
It is sweet to our hearts. 


We have learned Psalm 1, I be- 


"lieve the 8th Psalm, the 23rd, the 


24th Psalm, the 37th. I have had a 
little trouble with the 34th—I have 
to go back and review some of it 
in order to say. it all. We know 
the 103rd Psalm, the 100th Psalm, 
the 121st Psalm, 126th Psalm. We 
learned I Corinthians 13, the 
eighth of Romans, the twelfth of 


Romans, much of the Ten Com-. 


mandments, the Lord’s Prayer, of 
course, and the Beatitudes. Help 
your children memorize much of 
the Bible. How sweet that will be! 


Sometimes when I have worked 
so hard, sometimes when I have 
been pressed beyond measure, 
when my mind was in a whirl, 
when I couldn’t well study, the 
sweet Word of God which I had 
learned and hid in my heart came 
back sweet to my tongue, ear and 
heart, and I could say over and 
over again the sweet verses; and 
how dear they were in times of 
great stress. Oh, ‘‘thy word have 
I hid in mine heart, that I might 
not sin against thee,” the Scrip- 
ture says! “‘Thy word have I hid 
in mine heart’! Hide the Word 
of God in your heart and in the 
children’s hearts, and one day it 
will be their strength and joy and 
blessing. 

How else can you teach children 
the Bible? I said, Bible stories and 
memory work, then application. I 
mean, take time to talk to chil- 
dren about some particular thing 
they need. 

For example, if selfishness shows 
up, then, you can teach children 
that love ‘“thinketh no. evil,” 
“vaunteth not itself, is not puffed 
up,” and that love “suffereth long, 
and is kind.” Teach that to chil- 
dren. 

On a ranch where I grew up in 
West Texas, my father once said 
to me, for I was high-tempered, and 
I was hotheaded and determined, 
and rough with a horse—‘“Son, the 
Bible says that a merciful man will 
show mercy to his beast.” H6w it 
burned in my heart! I have never 
forgotten that, if you are a good 
man, it will show in the way you 
handle your*cow pony. So take 
time with the Word of God and 
apply it. 

My daughter Joy, the baby, has 
been a little afraid of thunder and 
lightning, a little afraid sometimes 


when she was alone. So my wife 


sat down and taught her a verse 
of Scripture, “What time I am 
afraid, I will trust in thee” (Psa. 
96:3). Now her heart is light and 
her face shines when she says it, 
so when there is a time she might 
be afraid, she remembers. the 
blessed promise in the Scriptures. 

Wouldn’t it be blessed to find 
every day the Scriptures that ap- 
ply to your children? Show them 
from the Bible how sister should 
treat sister, how brother should 
treat brother; show them in the 
Bible about children obeying their 
parents and honoring father and 
mother ‘that their day may be 
long in the earth.’ Take time to 
apply the Word of God, and teach 
them by the Word of God. 

It is a wonderful thing to read 
the Bible to your children. In our 
case, we read it at the breakfast 
table. But I was just thinking to- 
night about in 1930, years ago— 
Mary Lloys is now married and 
has three beautiful babies—when 
she was five years old, in 1930, 
I was in Akron, Ohio, in a revival 
campaign, and Mrs. Rice was read- 
ing to the children from the Bible.

he arrives. This Scripture does 
not command that there shall even 
be a church treasury. It says 
nothing about the church voting 
where the funds are to be dis- 
tributed. 

This Scripture recognizes that 
the tithe is the Lord’s as Leviti- 
cus 27:30 says. The tithe does 
not belong to the church, does not 
belong to the denomination, does 
not belong to the board of deacons, 
nor the pastor, nor the finance 
committee. The tithe is the Lord’s. 
He holds the individual to account 
as to where it shall be used for 
God’s glory. In this particular 
case, Paul was going to take a 
collection for the poor saints in 
Jerusalem. Those who laid by 
their tithes and offerings would 
give into Paul’s hands what they 
felt led to give for that offering. 

It is quite obvious that if a 
Christian should put all his tithes 
into his local church, then if that 
church were modernistic he would 
be supporting modernism. If the 
denomination had some school that 
was modernistic, then he would be 
supporting that modernistic school. 


All the modernists want God’s 
people to be slaves of their church, 
slaves of the deacons’ board, 
slaves of the denominational bos- 
ses in order that they may get 
the money for their own uses— 
uses to which a Spirit-filled Chris- 
tian would not be willing to give 
his tithe. 

On the other hand, God has led 
in the establishment of work like 
Moody Bible Institute, like Wheat- 
on College, like Bob Jones Uni- 
versity, like the radio ministry of 
Dr. Charles E. Fuller, like The 
China Inland Mission. God wants 
these works supported by the gifts 
of Christian people, by His own 
money which He has put in the 
hands of His children. And it 
is a kind of selfishness for pastors 
to claim that the local church 
treasury which pays their salaries 
is more important than the soul- 
winning work of other people. The 
offering for an evangelist in a 
revival campaign usually does not 
come from the local church treas- 
ury, but from special gifts. We 
must remember that the tithe be- 
longs to God, not to the church, 


have come to bear upon my minis- 
try. In an age of doubt, confusion 
and skepticism a young minister 
very often needs what he does 
not get in college or seminary— 
positive assertion of truth without 
apology or hesitation. And such 
I have found in THE SworD OF 
THE LorD and in Dr. Rice’s writ- 
ings.

vival restitution is made—we re- 
store fourfold and we _ wash 
wounds. Revival gives God the 
glory, the Lord Jesus Christ the 
preeminence, and the Holy Spirit 
unconditional surrender of body, 
soul and spirit. 

Revival will make pastors lov- 
ing, forgiving and kind toward 
their brethren of other fellowships. 
One of the ugliest, nastiest and 
most hellish hindrances to revival 
is not the pagan, the communist, 
and the ganster, but the unholy 
and unchristlike attitude and hos- 
tility of pastors toward pastors of 
other groups. How in Heaven can 
there be a revival as long as pas- 
tors’ hearts are filled with gall 
and their tongues are like cactus 
and their minds are closed tighter 
than a clam or oyster on the de- 
fensive? How brother? How? 

Revival will make pastors weep 
over the lost souls in their congre- 
gation, and will send them seeking 
the lost in their community. Too 
many pastors are out playing golf, 
fishing, or smoking by the radio, 
when they ought to be out calling 
on the absentee members. And too 
much pastoral calling is merely 
rushing from one trouble spot to 
another, with an empty oil can of 
modern psychology, seeking to re- 
move the squeaks from the con- 
gregational machinery that has 
not been oiled by the Holy Spirit 
and revival for a generation.

What a wonderful Book it is! 

And, now, may I ask what this 
Book means to you. Lord Kelvin 
was the greatest scientist the Brit- 
ish Empire ever had. He gave to 
the world more.scientific discover- 
ies than perhaps any other man 
who ever lived. One day somebody 
asked him what was the greatest 
discovery he ever made, and he re- 
plied, , 
“The greatest discovery I ever 
made is the fact that the Lord 
Jesus Christ came into the world 
to save. sinners, of whom I am 
chief.” 

Men and women, if you have not 
made this discovery, this, then, is 
the first message of this Book to 
you.

No wonder we have so 
many spiritual dwarfs in the fami- 
ly of God—Christian people who 
might possess themselves with a 
large degree of spiritual culture, 
virile and strong, and yet are con- 
tent to be undersized weaklings 
with little for themselves and 
nothing for anybody else, 


I have seen people whose bodies 
have had a stunted growth and we 
call them dwarfs, and I have 
thought that were not so hard to 
bear, but oh, to have a dwarfed 
soul! I listened to my own pastor 
one morning tell of a friend of his 
who has a boy eight years old but 
who will never be more than ten 
years of age in mentality. Imagine 
the crushing disappointment of 
those parents as the awful truth 
dawned upon them! They told this 
pastor of how they had tried to 
bring every possible medical and 
scientific assistance to their child 
and how they rode the _ shock 
when they learned from the 
specialists that it would always be 
so and that nothing could be 
done for the child. And then I 
thought of the disappointment the 
Heavenly Father must feel over so 
many of His children who are 
never to grow beyond the age of 
infancy in spirituality. | 

Oh, to have a mind that knows 
little or nothing about God; to 
have a heart where genuine love 
to God and loyality to the things 
that God loves is little known; to 
have a spirit untouched by the 
beauty and glory that communion 
with God can give to it; to have 
a soul stunted and dwarfed, bring- 
ing no peace to itself, no satis- 
faction to God and no help to the 
world. 

What is the preventive? Here it 
is: “As new born babes desire the 
sincere milk of the Word that 
they may grow thereby.” 

Dr. A. J. Gordon, in a book he 
has called Yet Speaking, tells us 
the story of a sick soldier who 
was given up to die. His father 
hastened from a long distance to 
his bedside in the hospital. He lay 
half conscious and nothing that 
father or the attendants could do 
could arouse him until the father 


| said: “Here is a loaf of your moth- 


er’s bread.” 
“Bread from home!” said the dy- 
ing man, “give me some of it.” And 


from that hour he began to mend. 


Oh, child of your heavenly Fa- 
ther, you are in the world but not 
of it. If you eat the native food 
you will die. It’s the bread from 
Heaven that you need. “This is 
the bread which cometh down out 
of Heaven, that a man may eat 
thereof and not die.” Feed upon 
the the Word of God. Be regular 
with it as you are with the food 
that sustains your body. Live upon 
its precepts and its promises, and 
satisfy your soul with the good 
things of God’s mercy and of His 
grace.

A woman left to her nephew her 
family Bible and a residue of her 
estate. The estate was exceedingly 
small and soon gone, and for thir- 
ty-five years the man lived in po- 
verty until one day, packing up 
his few belongings to go to his 
son where he meant to spend his 
remaining years, he discovered 
$10,000 in bank motes scattered 
here and there between the leaves 
of the Bible. 

Do you remember what Aunt 
Het said in Robért Quillen’s splen- 
did little volume? She said, “The 
last time I saved some money Pa 
found it in the sewin’ machine 
drawer; but this time I hid it in 
the Bible.” 

Oh, the treasures that are there 
—the wealth of His knowledge and 
wisdom, the riches of His love and 
grace, unused because unknown, 
and because we are content to 
drag along in a spiritually impov- 
erished state, when we might be 
well-fed, healthy and strong, and 
be an honor to the cause we es- 
pouse and a blessing to a needy 
world around about us. 

I find myself this morning think- 
ing of a very unusual and unique 
paragraph. Now and then another 
preacher is given credit for the 
words but they belonged to John 
McConaguay. He said: 

“Twenty-two years ago, with the 
Holy Spirit as my guide, I en- 
tered the wonderful temple of 
Christianity: I entered at the 
portico of Genesis, walked down 
through the Old Testament art 
galleries where the pictures of No- 
ah, Abraham, Moses, Joseph, Isaac, 
Jacob and Daniel hang on _ the 
wall; I passed into the music room 
of Psalms, where the spirit swept 
the keyboard of nature until it 
seemed every reed and pipe in 
God’s great organ responded to the 


tuneful harp of David, the sweet 


vert squandered billions to mis- 
sions, Bibles, refugees, and _ the 
training of youth for God. Revival 
will make wives and mothers 
keepers of the home and content 
in God’s appointed place and posi- 
tion. 

There is no greater proof of the 
need of revival than the decay 
and degeneracy and indecency 
among women, Little wonder men 
have lost all respect for females 
dressed like men or dressed like 
the bush girl, puffing on weeds 
and elbowing men aside in the 
saloons. Seldom do men tip a hat 
to a woman, remove hats in ele- 
vators, or give a woman a seat 
in bus or train or streetcar. In 
Jeremiah’s day they were so hard 
they could not blush. It seems 
that the dream and secret ambi- 
tion of millions is to get to Holly- 
wood (latest trap door to Hell), 
or to get on the front page of a 
sex Magazine, or to be admired 
on a bathing beach. So many wo- 


men have lost so much moral and 


spiritual femininity and modesty 
and virtue and long hair glory that 
all they have by which they can at- 
tract men, dig gold, and obtain 
worship is a painted face and a 
semi-nude body. A little country 
girl with long hair, a few freckles, 


(an innocent face, and a pure heart 


has more beauty, glory and charm 
than a multi-divorced starlet in 
Hollywood receiving an Oscar, rob- 
ed in ermine, diamonds and satin. 

Revival will make fathers dis- 
ciplinarians, “as one who ruleth 
well his house.” Revival will stop 
flaming youth, or at least slow it 
down a little in its onrush to un- 
restrained passions and_ self-de- 
struction. 

Revival will bring a little Amer- 
icanism to capital and labor. Re- 
vival will bring house cleaning to 
city halls, fumigation to state 
houses, State Department, the 
White House and Congress. Reviv- 
al will bring justice and honest en- 
forcement of law to our degenerate 
courts, Revival will dust off the 
mourners’ bench. Revival will start 
a constant flow of men, money and 
materials to mission fields. Reviv- 
al will arrest the spread of apos- 
tasy.and may stop war and Rus- 
sian wickedness long enough to 
evangelize the world before the 
rapture of the church and the re- 
velation of Jesus Christ. Revival 
will do God’s work in God’s way, 
with God’s tools, through God's 

ple, to the glory and honor and 
raise of God the Father, the Son 
and the Holy Spirit. Amen!

dea for our salvation. 

“T entered the audience room of 
the King of kings, and caught a 
vision of His glory from the stand- 
point of Matthew, Mark, Luke and 
John; passed into the Acts of the 
Apostles, where the Holy Spirit 
was doing His work in the forma- 
tion of the infant church. Then in- 
to the correspondence room, where 
sat Paul, Peter, James and John, 
penning their epistles. I stepped. 
into the throne room of Revela- 
tion, where towered the glittering 
peaks, and got a vision of the 
King sitting upon the throne of 
His glory, and I cried: 

“All hail the power of Jesus’ name, 
Let angels prostrate fall,' 

Bring forth the royal diadem, 
And crown him Lord of all!’

is sinking. Intelligent people sense 
the imminence of judgment ail 
over the world, as the wild ani- 
mals of the forest sense the pres- . 
ence of danger—flood, fire, or fa- 
mine, And it is strange that many 
of the secular leaders seem more 
concerned for the nation’s welfare 
than many complacent liberal, 
religious leaders. 

For example, when our greatest 
stateman passed through Chicago 
on his seventy-sixth birthday, he 
called for world mobilization of 
spiritual forces. William C. Bullit, 
writing in the July Reader’s Di- 
gest closed his article with these 
words: “We face today not a 
struggle for security, but a strug- 
gle for survival.” 

Time is running out for Ameri- 
ca. Russia is on the offensive all 
over the world. Can the atom 
bomb stop her? The dye is cast. 
The handwriting is on the wall. 
New deals, fair deals, poor deals, 
and gamblers’ deals have failed. 
The balance of powers and the 
concert of powers have failed, The 
United Nations was born in athe- 
ism and drunkenness. God and 
prayer and Jesus Christ were ruled 
out in San Francisco, and appease- 
ment to atheistic Russia was sub- 
stituted for the fear of God and 
the good old American tradition. 

The gods of atheistic science 
have failed. Pagan education has 
failed. Promises of political part- 
ies have failed. Labor leaders have 
failed. The jungle of survival of 
the fittest has failed. Dictatorship, 
socialism, communism, fascism, 
nazism, monarchy, oligarchy, plu- 
tocracy, and anarchy have failed. 
In spite of all the so-called pro- 
gress of modern civilization, mil- 
lions are illiterate, millions are ex- 
ploited and enslaved, millions are 
unevangelized, and millions are 
hungry and cold. 

Pagan education has failed. 
Modernism (religious dry rot) has 
miserably failed. It has eaten the 
heart out of denominational Chris- 
tianity in many places, Funda- 
mental evangelicals have failed 
for want of unity and love and the 
spirit of Christ with few excep- 
tions. Appeasement of aggression 
failed. Deficit spending has failed. 
Eight thousand peace pacts have 
failed; two thousand wars have 
failed. Two world wars have failed 
to make the world safe for de- 
mocracy and to guarantee the four 
freedoms. There is less democracy 
and more dictatorship, more sla- 
very and less freedom after wast- 
ing eighty million lives and four 
hundred billion dollars than there 
were in 1914. America spent more’ 
money and sacrificed more men in 
three years for death and destruc- 
tion than what all the nations gave 
to enlighten and to evangelize the 
world in 1,920 years since Pente- 
cost. 

We have tried every fake, every 
quack, every fraud, every theory, 
every speculation, and every philo- 
sophy of the dust of ancient his- 
tory and find ourselves threaten- 
ed from without by Russia and 
threatened from within by or- 
ganized crime, unprecedented vice, 
lust, and violence. There is no Dan- 
iel in the State Department who 
can interpret the handwriting on 
the wall. There is no Hezekiah in 
the White House who fears God 
enough to say: ‘Boys, let’s have 
a week of prayer and fasting and 
seeking our God.” Millions cry for 
peace and safety on the eve of 
atomic, hydrogen, chemical and 
germ warfare that threatens to 
destroy or maim two-thirds of hu- 
manity. But where are the masses 
calling on God to help? 


There are more church members 
in the threatre each week than 
there are in church. Children know 
more Hollywood celebrities and 
sports’ heroes than Bible charac- 
ters. The new generation is reared 
on comics, blood curdling radio 
horrors and baby sitters. Sunday 
has become sin day. Monday has 
become loafing day. Friday has be- 
come planning for the week-end 
spree. Many employees spend so 
much time smoking, recovering 
from the week-end, going for a 
coke, or plotting the undoing of 
the employer that they are actual- 
ly robbers, giving five hours a day 
work for eight hours a day pay. 

In some cities organized labor 


‘leaders have such a strangle hold 


on business, liberty, freedom and 
economy that they are much like 
the vice and gambling lords who 
take in a weekly haul of millions 
and never render a cent of ser-

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vice. During the war they charged 
excessive fees to join the union and 
many were soon dismissed so an- 
other union could get a crack at 
them. Labor unions  profiteered 
just as brutally and just as heart- 
lessly during the war as some in- 
dustry. All such are guilty of get- 
ting rich over the blood of the 
sacrificed G.I. Joe. 

Men spend far more for tobacco 
than is spent for all churches. Wo- 
men spend far more for cos- 
metics and hair dress than is spent 
for all churches. America squan- 
ders billions for sinful pleasures 
and excessive luxuries, while 
church treasuries are .in the red. 
Many a pastor has not enough to 
clothe and feed his family, and the 
missionary is kept back from the 
field or is living on an economic 
level that is a shame and humilia- 
tion. America has billions for 
crime, vice, night life, liquor, Sun- 
day desecration. Yet people won- 
der why God does not stop the 
war. Why should He? 

America has forsaken the God of 
the founding fathers for the Baal 
of sex perversion, for the mam- 
mon of profits, for the Dagon of 
military might, for the golden calf 
of materialism, and for the Chem- 
osh of expedience and compromise. 
In place of Jesus Christ, we have 
a midget Jesus, a mutilated Bible, 
and an anemic theology. In place 
of the Holy Spirit, we have the 
power of strikes, city machines, 
pressure groups, and the appoint- 
ment of one hundred and eighty- 
four democratic judges appoint- 
ed to Federal courts since 1933. 
Some of you will recall 1933— 
the year America repealed the 
Eighteenth Amendment and gave 
the communists a green light. 

The love of many is waxing cold. 
Iniquity is abounding. The doc- 
trine of devils spreads like a 
plague. Sensuality is as,in the 
days of Noah. The stench of So- 
dom again reaches to high heaven. 
Ecclesiastical machines do spade 
work for the false prophet, and 
the cold, wordly church is a 
nausea to both saint and sinner. 

Men’s hearts are failing for fear 
and for looking after those things 
which are coming on the earth. 
Communism, Catholicism, corrup- 
tion, crime, cruelty, confusion, and 
commercialism bite at the bits of 
the bridles like the overfed stal- 
lion. Many are departing from the 
faith. Many are willing to be turn- 
‘ed unto fables just so they will not 
have to endure sound doctrine. 
And yet many pastors will not 
unite for prayer for revival. 

Recently I heard that they had 
to pay $5 for a prayer room be- 
cause some brothers would not 
meet in a church for a two hour 
prayer meeting. They build Zion 
with blood and Jerusalem with 
iniquity. ‘““The good man is perish- 
ed out of the earth: and there is 
none upright among men: they all 
lie in wait for blood; they hunt 
every man his brother with a net” 
(Micah 7:2). As is the mother, 
so is the daughter. Their transgres- 
sions are many and their back- 
slidings are increased, They went 
away backward. Israel is bent to 
backshiding. They are all gone 
away backwards. Neither could 
they blush. A fountain of wicked- 
ness. Truth is fallen in the streets. 
(Courts are packed with criminal 
lawyers, delays, incompetency, and 
hopeless backlogs.) This people 
hath a revolting and a rebellious 
heart. “When I fed them to the 
full, they then committed adul- 
tery, and assembled themselves by 
troops in harlots’ houses” (Jer. 5: 
7). They were as fed horses in the 
morning, every one neighing after 
his neighbor’s wife. “The prophets 
prophesy falsely, and the priests 
bear rule by their means; and my 
people love to have it so” (Jer. 5: 
31). “For from the least of them 
even unto the greatest of them 
every one is given to covetousness; 
and from the prophet even unto 
the priest every one dealeth false- 
ly” (Jer. 6:13). 

This is the picture of Israel and 
Judah as God’s prophets faithfully 
told it. If those same fearless 
prophets came to America, to the 
average worldly, fashionable 
church, to the average labor union, 
business, home, they could paint 
a picture just as dark, if not worse. 
Behold our slums, stuffed ballot 
boxes, hordes of corrupt politicans, 
pagan professors, atheistic scien- 


tists, apostate preachers, godless 
homes and worldly church mem- 
bers. We have sinned and come 
short of the glory of God. We have 
forsaken the fountain of living wa- 
ters and we have resorted to brok- 
en cisterns, chalk waters, chaff, 
poison, error, and abominable sub- 
stitutes for living water, green 
pastures, honey and oil out of the 
rock and the finest of the wheat. 

“The hungry sheep look up and 
are not fed. 

Recently a preacher told a Sun- 
day school teacher in his church 
to stop teaching the Bible or re- 
sign. That was in millennial Cali- 
fornia. 

In Chicago a pastor told a moth- 
er: ‘We do not believe in that 
stuff (Bible teaching for children) ; 
we are beyond that.’ So the moth- 
er went to a Bible church seeking 
milk and bread for her girl. 

Revival under Jehosphaphat, 
Hezekiah and Josiah postponed the 
captivity of Judah about one hun- 
dred and fifty years after Israel, 
which had no revival, was carried 
away captive. Surely the Reforma- 
tion and the returm to God and 
the Bible saved Europe in the six- 
teenth century from. continued 
papal blackout, The Puritan and 
Wesleyan revival in England saved 
it from the blood-bath of the 
French Revolution. The revivals in 
this country under Brainerd, Ed- 
wards and others gave the colonies 
that moral fibre and fear of God 
that enabled them under God to 
win the war of independence. The 
revival under Finney and the re- 
vival of 1857-1859 prepared the na- 
tion for the shock of the Civil 
War. There was continual revival 
under Moody, Sankey, R. A. Tor- 
rey, Wilbur Chapman, Gipsy Smith, 
Billy Sunday and many others who 
gave the nation moral and spiritual 
backbone for the war of 1917-1918. 
But where was the revival and 
spiritual awakening during the de- 
generate twenties and the depress- 
ing thirties to prepare the nation 
for World War II? Now we have 
not gotten the dead of that war 
buried and World War III is upon 
us. Where was the revival in the 
debt-ridden forties? 

Can any nation and any civiliza- 
tion go through three world wars 
of total unrestrained destruction 
and live? No nation ever recovered 
from a moral collapse. The bottom= 
less pit is about to erupt and pour 
rivers of hot lava of hate and 
revoloution and destruction upon 
every community. Even if we 
use the atom bomb and even 
if Russia has not the atom 
bomb perfected, Russia has long 
range planes and thousands of 
friends in every vital part of 
this nation. She could pour 
upon us chemical and germ des- 
truction that might paralyze us in 
a week. Russia knows she can 
strike first. Russia knows many of 
our secrets and we know little of 
what goes on behind the bloody 
curtain. 

God called Cyrus “my shepherd”; 
Assyria “the rod of mine anger’; 
and Babylon “my sword.” God 
Himself turned to be Israel’s ene- 
my. God allowed the Saracen, 
Turk, Mongolian, Mohammedan, 
the Hun, and the papist, in the 
past, to be a scourage upon the 
worldly church. God could do it 
again. God might allow Russia to 
bully us about in the U.N. and 
fill the world with lies and 
deceptions about us and humiliate 
and defeat us on a dozen battle- 
fields, not because Russia is good, 
but because we need chastisement. 
Remember the message of Habak- 
kuk, The prophet was puzzled that 
God did not punish sin. Then he 
was alarmed that God used the 
fierce Babylonians to clean house. 

The foundations of the home are 
being destroyed by delinquent par- 
ents, divorce and unpardonable ne- 
glect. The founations of the schools 
are being destroyed by paganism 
and atheism. The foundations of 
the churches are being destroyed 
by liberal theology, worldiness and 
compromise. The foundation of the 
state is being destroyed by deficit 
spending, incompetent bureauracy, 
treachery in the State Department 
and bungling in the White House. 
“If the foundations be destroyed, 
what can the righteous do?” (Psa. 
11:3). ‘Help, Lord; for the godly 
man ceaseth; for the faithful fail 
from among the children of men” 
(Psa. 12:1), 
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One Roman writer wailed in his 
day: “There is not one pure wo- 
man left in Rome.” If America 
continues on the broad way of im- 
morality, atheism, drunkenness, 
divorce, broken homes, lust, viol- 
ence, and vice, and if Russia con- 
tinues to deport God-fearing people 
from its conquered _ territories, 
will there be faith on the earth 
when Jesus comes? 

We need revival for survival. It 
is Christ or communism. It 
is revival or Romanism. It is wake 
up or war. It is life from God or 
death from Stalin. It is a return 
to the old paths or it is ruin in 
the new path of Twentieth century 
suicide. 

Ill. How Have Revival? 

But revivals do not begin in 
saloons, gambling dens, political 
nests. Revivals do not begin among 
the godless. Revivals begin in the 
house of God and with the spiritu- 
al leaders of the nation. God’s pre- 
scription for revival calls for “‘my 
people, which are called by my 
name.” God requires His people to 
do four things, to sign on four 
dotted lines: 


1. We must humble oursleves. 

We must swallow our pride and- 
self-esteem and community repu- 
tation and ecclesiastical prestige. 
It is more difficult for the self- 
righteous church member and the 
pastor of the fashionable church 
to confess his sin, acknowledge 
his coldness of heart, lack of vis- 
ion and want of burden and com- 
passion for lost souls and _un- 
christlike spirit in the home than 
for the man of the street to dust 
off the altar. But there will not 
be sweeping, nation-wide revival 
until tens of thousands of church 
leaders and pastors search their 
hearts, confess their sin, and make 
public confession. 

Parading as Pharisees never 
brings revival. Scolding the faith- 
ful never brings revival. Going 
about in a weary-go-around of 
mere external ritual and cold for- 
mality never brings revival. Both 
Jesus and the prophets arraigned 
the religious teacher of their day 
first and most. severely. The 
churches need a house-cleaning, a 
revival, and a firm hand of disci- 
pline, beginning with the manse 
and the pulpit. 

How many pastors dare to stand 
up before their people next Sunday 
and confess how few hours a week 
they averaged the last six months 
on their knees in real prayer? 
How many pastors would report 
how many hours they spent with 
the radio, the newspaper, maga- 
zines, secular books, trash, com- 
pared with the little time spent in 
actual Bible reading? 

Pastor, when did you read all 
the Bible through? Pastor, when 
did you win the last soul to Jesus 
Christ? When have you called on 
all the members of your church 
and talked to each one about spir- 
itual things? Pastor, do you 
smoke? Play cards? Dance? At- 
tend the theatre? Drink? Pastor, 
how long is your prayer list? How 
much of Christ does your family 
see in the home daily? Just how 
much are you concerned about the 
lost souls of your community, or 
the unoccupied mission field? Eve- 
ry pastor who is willing to be hon- 
est and open-hearted before God 
on his knees will soon blush with 
shame and will seek revival for his 
own shallow soul. There is no hope 


for America unless we have a re-. 


vival among tens of thousands of 


pastors and unless we have a much 


There must be personal prayer, 
family prayer, congregational 
prayer and pastoral prayer. We 
will have to get ten million 
Americans seriously engaged in’ 
real prayer and we will have 
to have one hundred thousand 
cottage and church prayer 
meetings if we are going to 
have revival. If the pastors of the 
various faiths and fellowships are 
not big enough Christians to pray 
in other churches united and 
regularly and earnestly two hours 
each month, and in smaller groups 
each week, we cannot have revival. 
As long as pastors are too busy to 


have regular, organized, interde- | « 


nominational prayer meetings we 
cannot have revival city-wide, 
state-wide. Little amounts to any- 
thing in the pastor’s life who is 
putting prayer last. God restore to 
the churches the old-fashioned 
prayer meeting, in church or 
home! 

God help us to see that men 
ought always to pray. The saints, 
martyrs, and mighty men of the 
past were men of prayer, Prayer 
is our besetting sin. We have play- 
ing in place of praying, feasting 
in place of fasting. We have pow- 
wow in place of power. We have re- 
ligious noise in place of the Holy 
Ghost. God is going to pass judg- 
ment upon all the sins of omission, 
and prayerlessnes will bring a 
frightful awakening to the average 
church member. . 

Do you know how to pray? Do 
you have prayers answered regu- 
larly? Prayer is work. Prayer is 
hard on the flesh. Prayer is not 
what the Devil likes. The world, 
the flesh and the Devil all unite to 
discourage, hinder, or make prayer 
so many. harmless words. Many 
saints are so. backslidden that 
they are not on praying ground. 
Prayer to many is lip service, vain 
repetitions, bead counting. | 


3. “And seek my face.” 

It is one thing to seek the quiet 
and rest of the sanctuary. But do 
we go to church to meet God? 
Adam and Eve did not delight in 
the presence of God in their sin. 
People go to the pastor, the doc- 
tor, the dentist, the medium, the 
fortuneteller, the clinic, the psy- 
chiatrist, but not to God. Seeking 
God’s face means communion and 
fellowship with God. It means to 


votions, grace at the .table, the 
family altar, clean hands, and a 
forgiven life. Not until I want God 
and want God more than any one 
or any thing, and not until I am 
ready to pay the price and come on 
God’s terms, can I seek God’s face. 
It is the light of God countenance, 
it is meeting God face to face in 
the morning watch of prayer that 
makes God a reality in life during 
the day. 

Could it be said of your siarchs 
and family: “This is the generation 
of them that seek him, that seek 
the face, O Jacob” (Psa. 24:6). 
. When thou saidst Seek ye my 
face my heart said unto _ thee, 
Thy face/ Lord, will I seek” (Psa. 
27:8. The margin reads: “Let my 
face seek thy face.” God is seek- 
ing such to worship Him in Spirit 
and in truth. With desire the 
Saviour desires to observe the 
Passover with us. Do we delight in 
seeking God’s face? Can we hon- 
estly sing: 

In the secret of His presence how 
my soul delights to hide! 

Oh, how precious are the lessons 

which I learn at Jesus’ side! 
Earthly cares can never vex me, 
neither trials lay me low; 

For when Satan comes to tempt 

me, to the secret place I go, 
to the secret place I go. 

Jesus arose a great while before 
day to go out in the mountain to 
pray. God help us to know what it 
is to seek His face. 


4. “And turn from their wicked 
ways.” 

God is asking His people to turn 
from their wicked ways: the ways 
of greed and gluttony; the ways of 
pride and prejudice, the ways of 
leisure and luxury; the ways of 
squandering and robbing God of 
the tithe, the ways of making ex- 
cuses for sins, the ways of find- 
ing a flimsy excuse for not going 
to Sunday school, church, prayer 
meeting, the wicked way of con- 
formity to the world, the wicked 
ways of much compromise, compla- 
cency, beside the deeper and uglier 
sins of many church people. There 
is temper, selfishness, scolding, 
vicious criticism, nagging, foul 
speech, impure thought life, waste 
of time, and an endless list of sins 
familiar to Christians.

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_ (Continued from page 6) 
defeat to Israel. It took only one 
sin to expell Adam and Eve from 
Eden. It took only one sin to get 
most Christians off the beam, out 
of fellowship. Just a little sin so- 
called, can grieve and quench the 
Holy Spirit. And sin that mars and 
scars our soul, robs us of spiritual 
blessing, derails us and comes be- 
tween the soul and God, is no lit- 
tle sin. 

Brother, sister, fellow-pastor, 
fellow-Christian, take time to be 
holy! Take time to behold Him! 
Spend one hour, sixty minutes on 
your knees alone with God, where 
it is quiet, private, Let God search 
your heart. Make a list of all the 
things you know are sins in your 
life. Ask the Holy Spirit to reveal 
to you all the other sins— the 
sins of ignorance, the sins of 
thoughtlessness, the sins a sleeping 
conscience never disturbs, all sins 
of commission and omission. You 
will be horrified. 

I have preached this message to 
my own heart. I have been in the 
woodshed with God. God has. been 
searching my heart. God has laid 
this message on my heart. I have 
been up to the altar publicly twice 
recently. I have cried and_ shed 
bitter tears over my own sins, fail- 
ures, coldness of heart and many 
wants. I want. revival in my own 
heart and home ‘and church. I ask 
for grace to be willing to go all 
the way and pay any price. I am 
convinced that a mighty, sweeping, 
genuine, New. Testament, prayer- 
asked, Spirit-sent, transforming, 
general revivalisthe only hope of 
America; the American way of life, 
the church and the cause of mis- 
sions. Seek a revival in your home, 
in your own heart, in your church. 
Hold a cottage prayer meeting or 
begin one. 

Petition President Truman, your 
governor, Congress, and your 
mayor for a week of prayer. 
Ask your pastor to lead _ the 
church in a week of prayer. 
Have daily prayer in your home. 
Join some community prayer meet- 
ing to get out of the narrow con- 
fines of denominational shells. Get 
good literature on revival and 
prayer. Listen to the great Bible 
messages over the radio. Ask your 
pastor to preachon revival. Study 
the history of revival. Read the 
lives of men such as D. L. Moody, 
Charles G. Finney, David Brainerd, 
Charles Wesley, Billy Sunday, R. 
A, Torrey, Charles E. Fuller, and 
others. Do not wait for something 
to happen. You start. If nothing 
else, invite a few friends to your 
home, read Daniel 9, or Nehemiah 
9, or Jeremiah 5 and 6, or Matthew 
24 and 25, or Second Timothy 3 
and 4, or Jude 1, or Revelation 
2 and 3, or Second Chronicles 29 to 
32. Then have at time of Prayer. 
Once the Word of God gets into 
your heart, it won’t be hard to start 
to pray. Get out and call in the 
community. Seek lost souls. Get 
people to come to church and Sun- 
day school. Learn how to do per- 
sonal work. Pray and work daily 
for revival. God will revive you 
and others.

It was too late for many to sober 
up on the morning that. the 
treacherous Japs struck at Pearl 
Harbor. It was too late to escape 
when the same enemy marched on 
Bataan. There was no escape for 
the Poles, French and Belgians 
when the Nazi panzers. broke 
through the flimsy defenses. There 
was no escape when the one thou- 
sand raid bombers flew over Lon- 
don, Hamburg, and Berlin. There 
Was no escape for the Bismarck 
when cornered by British ships.

read Matthew 11:20-24. Rejection 
of gospel light will bring greater 
judgment from God than luxury 
and vice of pagans in Sodom and 
Tyre. 

Was ever a nation as favored, as 
enlightened, as evangelized and as 
blessed of God with Bibles, church- 
es, Christians schools, gospel radio 
programs, evangelistic meetings 
and Bible conferences as the Uni- 
ted States? Yet half of the people 
do not belong to any church, not 
even a cult or pagan church, and 
one hundred million seldom attend 
‘church.
